AMERICAN DELEGATES MEET.

WOULD G-IVE UP TERRITORIALS. 


Third—France would not be un- 


ivilling to surrender her extra terri- 
torial privileges were other powers 
willing to do the same. France gave 
up these privileges in'Japan in 1906 
nnd was in negotiation with Turkey 
to give them up there in 1914 when 
the war came. However, the Frencn 
feel that extra territorial Ity should 
be maintained until it is clear that 
the Chinese republic can give ade- 
quate 
security 
and justice to for- 


eigners. 


Fourth—The 
French 
colony of 


Indo-China did not belong to China 
but to Annam 
Consequently Indo- 


China, the great French colony wl*n 
25 000.000 inhabitants, does not come 
within the question, according to tho 
French 
view. 
If, however, some 


question should be raided to rectifi- 
cation of the nine hundred mile Chi- 
nese frontier, the French Govern- 
ment would be willing to discuss the 
boundary. 


TO TAKE CONCILITORY ROLE. 
Fifth—France approaches the dis- 


cussions of Far Eastern questions in 
Fvmpathy with Japan's need for ex- 
pansion and for a raw material. The 
French delegation desires, under all 
circumstance, to take a concllitory 
and pac'fic role. 


Sltth—France Is for open dealing 


with China and against any secret 
dealings. 


INFLUENCE NOT SERIOUS.

The tax bill as passed by the House 
pi o\ ided for a maximum income sur- 
tax of 32 per cent, but the Senate 
provided a maximum of 50 per cent 
and vvhich virtually amounted to a 
deadlock ensued. 


Arrangements were made at the 


conference for the president to send 
a letter to Chairman Fordnev setting 
forth his vie«s. 
Mr. Harding was 


represented as favoring the 32 pax 
cent maximum but agreeable to the 
foitv per cent compromise in view 
of the legislative situation. 


MOVE EXPECTED.

imposes a tax of five cents on each 
$100 of stock, irrespective of the par 
value of the shares Issued.

•widening the East 
William street 


road Wednesday afternoon that 
the 


way to convince the state highway 
authorities that the widening of, this 
road is an emergency Is to have the 
men highest up In state highway af- 
fairs see the road for themselves. 


At this meeting the 
hard 
road 


committee, the Association of Com- 
merce and the Decatur Motor club 
were represented. The hard road 
committee has taken the initiative 
and has already urged 
the 
state 


highway department to make this 
pavement something in excess of the 
standard eighteen feet. The commit- 
tee was promised that the depart- 
ment 
will look into the 
matter 


which of course it will do, doubtless 
through its engineers. 


SEE NO TROUBLE. 


There is no doubt about convincing 


the engineers that this crooked and 
hilly stretch of road 
ought to be 


wider than eighteen feet but the en- 
gineers may have some difficulty in 
convincing their superiors. The ad- 
ministrative officers of 
the depart- 


ment may regard it as establishing 
a precedent, that it will cause num- 
erous other emergencies to appear. 
But if the administrative officers can 
see the road themselves they will be 
convinced. 


The 
efforts of a joint committee 


representing the hard roads commit- 
tee, the 
Association of Commerce 


and the Decatur Motor club will be 
directed to getting Col. C. R. Miller, 
director of public works, and Frank 
T. Sheets, state 
superintendent of 


highways, to Decatur to look over 
this road. The committee that will 
wait upon the state officials to In- 
vite them to come to Decatur con- 
sists of A. M. Kenney, representing 
the Association of Commerce, Elmer 
R Elder, chairman of the hard road 
committee, and T. W. Boruff of the 
DecaUir Motor club. 


START AT CITT LIMITS. 


The proposed widening of the pave- 


ment will begin at the city limits 
and extend to the top of the, hill east 
of the river. The state officials -will 
be asked to make this stretch of 
pavement not less than twenty feet 
wide and if possible twenty-two feet. 
There is nothing new in the maxi- 
mum width asked for. There was a 
fractional section in 'Route 4 that 
was let last Tuesday whose width 
is thirty-two feet. This piece of road 
is just south of Joliet, not adjacent 
to the city but a few miles out.

It is not made clear just 
what they propose to try to do, but 
presumably it is something that will 
work to the advantage of both. 


These worthy people need what- 


ever help they can devise for them- 
selves. It is pretty sure that both of 
them have been faring rather poor- 
ly for more than a year. They will 
study the situation, talk the thing 
over and determine what there is to 
be done. If they will stand together 
in solid fashion they should be able 
to start something that later will 
spread, after which it is reasonable 
to expect results. 


At any rate, theirs is a condition 


that demands capable consideration; 
they have not started the move any 
too soon. 


IF IT CAN BE ENFORCED. 


Popep Benedict makes the sugges- 


tion that it will be a big help to the 
causa of world peace to abolish con- 
scription in all civilized 
countries. 


The idea is that if men are not 
forced to take up arms so many will 
stay at home that the fight will not 
amount to much. 


Doubtless there is a great deal in 


this suggestion. The difficulty would 
come in enforcing it. It doesn't save 
the point to get along without all 
conscription in time of peace, that 
is unless al] countries join in the 
practice. When pressure comes con- 
scription may be put on effectively 
and on short notice—all of us have 
seen this demonstrated? We may 
promise to do without conscription 
in time of war, but In this we may 
promise more than, we can deliver. 


The- Smoke NuMance.

Editor Review: 


In a recent editorial in your paper 


you stated: 


"The city ordinance provides 'No 


parson shall operate a steam plant 
from which dense smoke issues for 
six minutes durins any hour of the 
day.' 


At our present stage o£ develop- 


ment In smoke consumers this regu- 
lation might put many factories lout, 
of business." 


That editorial is evidently prompted 


by a superficial observation or study 
of the question of smoke combustion. 


Macon county coal is composed of 


33 1-3 per cent volatile matter. This 
matter when the coal Is thrown into, 
a 
heated 
furnace generates gas 


which should be mixed with «lr Itj 
the combustion chamber, of not less 
than 1500 degrees of heat. Whan BO 
done 
the gas will be burned and 


there will be little or no smoke. If 
the'temperature of the furnace Is be- 
low 1500 degrees the gases are not 
burned but condense and go o*ut of 
the chimney in the form of unburned 
gases which for want 
of n better 


name we call smoke. 


The government bureau 
of mines 


makes the ..statement that 60 per cent 
of 
the heat units of coal that is 


ordinarily used In steam plants !s 
wasted through 
defective furnace 


construction; and it is generally 
concedes that 20 per 
cent of the 


value of the coal is lost tl i-ough un- 
turned gases which we call smoke. 


Any form of furnace construction 


which will keep the temperature of 
the fire aboye 1300 degrees, and will 
admit air so as to have It properly 
mixed with the gases, will burn Illi- 
nois soft coal without making much 
smoke. This fact has 
been demon- 


strated^ the operation of the heat- 
inff appliances In the public schools, 
(with 
the 
exception 
of the high 


school), the court house, St. Mary's 
hospital, and the Williams Scaling 
Company. The appliances hero run 
for days and make little or no smoke. 
Schudsl Bros. Laundry, the St. Nich- 
olas Hotel, the Standard Life Build- 
ing, and the High School, have been 
run for days at a time without mak- 
ing much smoke, and then the fire- 
men get tired Or careless and the 
smoke which they produce under 
these circumstances Is a nuisance 
and an annoyance to everybody In 
the vicinity. 
* 


You speak of the city ordinance as 


being severe in its terms. It la noth- 
ing like as severe as the state law. 
Chapter 38 of the Criminal Code pro- 
vides as follows: 


"It Is a public nuisance tn erect, 


continue 
or use any 
building 
or 


other place far the 
exercise of any 


trade, employment or 
manufacture, 


which, by occasioning noxious ex- 
halations, offensive smells, or other- 
wise. Is offensive or dangerous to the 
health of individuals or of the pub- 
lic." 


The supreme court of this state in 


the 76th 111. page 322, In the case of 
Wahle T Reinback, has decided that 


"Unpleasant odors, from the very 


constitution of our nature, render us 
uncomfortable, and, when continued 


or repeated, make life uncomfortable. 
To live comfortably ,la the chief and 
moit 
reasonable object of men In 


acquiring property, as the means of 
attaining it; 
and any 
Interference 


with our neighbor in the comfortable 
enjoyment of life, la a wrong whlctt 
the law will redress. The discomforts 
must be physical—not 
such as de- 


pend upon taste or imagination. But 
whatever is offensive physically to 
the senses, and by such offensiveness 
makes life uncomfortable, is a nui- 
sance." 


Again, In the 110th 
111. paga 405, 


the 
supreme court, in the case of 


Harmon v. City of Chicago, has de- 
cided: 


"Certainly anything that Is detri- 


mental to certain classes of property 
and business in a populous city, and 
is a personal annoyance to the public 
at large within the city, needs not to, 
be defined by ordinance or by lexi- 
cographers to be known to the com- 
mon mind as a, public nuisance. It is' 
so per se. * • Nor will any subtle 
distinctions bo Indulged as to what is 
meant by 'dense smoke* as those 
terms are used In the ordinance. The 
terms used will be understood as 
commonly employed, and this court 
will understand by 'dense- smoke' pre- 
cisely what everybody else does that 
has ever seen a vplume of dark, dense 
smoke as it comes from the smoke- 
stack or chimney where common soft 
or bituminous coal is used for fuel 
in any considerable quantities." 


In another case the supreme court 


has decided, that if a manufacturer 
in operating a legitimate business 
makes noxious smoke only one day 
In the year, nevertheless, he is liable 
for damages and the operation of his 
plant may be stopped by Injunction. 


City ordinances permit the creation 


of dense smoke for six minutes In 
one hour. Under the statute and the 
decisions of the supreme court you 
may not lawfully make a dense 
smoke at all. Therefore the city ordi- 
nance is far more liberal, and It Is 
fortunate for the defendant in a case 
which was tried that the suit was 
brought uruler the city ordinance in- 
stead of the state law. 
, 


As chairman of the committee of 


the City Club on the elimination of 
smoke, I have Visited a number of 
steam plants' where Illinois coal of 
the poorest quality Is burned with- 
out creating- smoke, and I know that 
it can be done. 


I also -know of appliances that can 


be placed under boilers that are now 
in position, without necessitating a 
reconstruction of the 
steam plant, 


and to many of the citizens of De- 
catur that information has been 
given, but they do not care to spend 
the money. T know of 
some ap- 


pliances 
that 
can 
be 
used 


which 
guarantee 
results 
which 


would pay for the cost of the ap- 
pliances in the first year, and some 
of them would pay more than that. 
These appliances are permanent and 
will last for years. They are not 
merely temporary make-shifts 
like 


steam jets and similar devices.

My knowledge of appliances is free 
to anyone who cares to ask for it,

perts, so called have got things back 
into their hands. 


At the meeting of the cojnmittee 


which determines procedure Hughes 
argued for a degree of publicly whloh 
would make practically 
everything 


almost as open as was the foerform- 
ance of Saturday. Many of the others 
argued for complete secrecy. 


COMPROMISE ON SECRECY. 


In the end there was a compromise, 


which gives the naval experts and 
the diplomats an opportunity to do as 
much as they can in secret, 
but 


which nevertheless leaves Hughes 
largely in control of the situation. 
Hughes has it In his power now to 
call an open session whenever he is 
disposed to. 


In their secret sessions the diplo- 


mats and the naval experts can do 
something, but not 
too much. The 


commitment of Great 
Britain and 


Japan to the Hughes plan is far from 
complete, but it goes so far that they 
can never completely recede from it. 


So far as that Is concerned, public 


opinion in their own countries will 
not let them. 


PLAN, A BROAD OUTLINE. 


In fairness it should be said that 


there is much about the Hughes plan 
which calls for clarification and for 
the working out of details in a pro- 
longed 
session 
of 
experts. 
The 


Hughes plan dealt only in broad out- 
lines and many details must be the 
subject of conference. 


For example. 
Japan 
wants to 


know about naval bases in the far 
east. A fleet which would be suffi- 
cient for Japan If 
the navies at 


Great Britain and the United States 
are always at least 3,000 miles away 
would not be sufficient if the United 
States should have a naval base In 
the Philippines and if Great Britain 
should have .one 
at Hongkong or 


elsewhere In the far east. 


IS UNIMPORTANT. 


Great Britain wants 
to fliscuss 


some modifications 
of the Hughes 


plan-as it affects submarines. This Is 
all proper enough. In the end it will 
be recognized that It doesn't amount 
to much. The principle of the Hughes 
plan, as he stated again and again Is 
"Naval offcnKl\e war must be made 
impossible." Nothing that the naval 
experts or the diplomats can do will 
be allowed to violate this funda- 
mental principle. 
As soon as thuy 


recognize this they Vill be less In- 
sistent upon details. 


If they should attempt 
anything 


designed seriously 
to cripple 
the 


Hughes plan, Hughes always has it 
in his power to call another public 
session and repeat his sensation of 
last Saturday. Indeed it would be 
more of a sensation if Hughes should 
call a public sessidn and reveal that 
anybody is trying to upset the pro- 
gram. Nobody can safely try that. 


ARE VERY BUST. 


It is not to be denied that the in- 


terests both here and abroad which 
don't like the Hughes program are 
very busy. Tcvlay 
Is probably the 


maximum of their activity 
and Is 


likely to mark the maximum of their 
hopes. All the events reflect the un- 
dercurrent of 
disturbance over the 


Hughes plan. 


It is as clear as anything can be 


that Franco has become apprehen- 
sive. She thinks England is going to 
say that If 
she reduces her naval 


armament to the Hughes' basis, then 
France, twenty-six miles across the 
channel, must reduce her land equip- 
ment, including 
the number of her 


soldiers and the number of her ac- 
ceptance to, such a point that France 
won't be a menace to England on the 
new naval basis. 


WANTS 
AID PROMISED. 


France wants to hold out against 


this until she gets from Great Brit- 


I ain and the United Statfs a definite

Civic associaton, it

hoped will come a zoning plan for 
Chicago which wll clear the way 
for a steadier development of the city 
than we have yet known. 


There is no greater waste in mod- 


ern city life than the'waste occas- 
ioned by deterioration 
in business 


industrial, and residential property 
values by alteration of their environ- 
ment. OTius, in Chicago business 
property on State street and Wabash 
avenue, south of the loop, in the 
direction the city originally started 
to grow, has slumped In value with 
the encroachment of slum districts. 


Residence property on Lake Shore 


drive is seriously menaced by a simi- 
lar encroachment. The glories and 
values of residence property on Rush 
and Cass streets and 
neighboring 


cross streets 
have vanished. 
In 


Streeterville 
manufacturing 
estab- 


lishments are battling 
witlv 
fine 


apartment sites for supremacy. 
In 


various 
neighborhoods 
attractive 


j-esidential sites are encroached upon 
by factories and shops, lowering 
their value. Factories and shops in 
turn are driven from post to post in 
search of more advantageous loca- 
tions. Good buildings are remodeled 
or torn down, and new buildings are 
erected only in turn to be torn down 
or remodeled. It all means expense. 


It is the purpose of a zoning sys- 


tem to eliminate .such expense and 
waste. It can do so if a man is as- 


sured when he buys a lot to erect a 
home, a store, or a factory, that his 
property will be protected from en- 
croachment which will' 'reduce 
Its 


value, and will be assured of con- 
tinuance of the same environment 
and advantages which led him to 
choose that particular site for .his 
particular purpose. That is the the- 
ory of the zoning plan. 


It is difficult to work out in detail. 


Chicago 'has a zo-flng ordinance and 
a zoning commission which IE trying to 
divide the city fairly into sections 
which will not encroach upon each 
other. It is a difficult task, but a, 
most important one. It must soeiv 
to escape clashes with a property 
owner's constitutional right to do 
what he lilies w^th his own within 
certain limits. It must try to stlmu- 
lae building of new homes, factoring 
and shops 
instead 
of 1-estrlctlaF 


them. It must try to maintain and 
improve the taxable value of proper- 
ty. It must try to give Industries 
every reason for; moving into Chi- 
cago, and no reason for moving out. 
It must do the same things for home 
owners and business houses-.

ONE of the most important factor* 


of candy making Uei In the cook- 


ing:. Candy cooked too lone If al- 
ways hard and very sugary, while 
candy cooked not Ions enough sim- 
ply can't be eaten except with a 
spoon. 


With a thermometer there Is usu- 


ally little difficulty In determining 
when the candy is done, but If one 
Is making candy by the test method 
a thorough knowledge o£ terms Is 
necessary. 


"Soft ball" means that when a few 


drops of the bolline candy are tried 
in cold water the drops hold their 
shape and if gathered with the fin- 
gers will stick together and 
the 


whole form a soft ball that may be 
very gently lifted from the water. 


"Hard ball" means that the ball 


formed is solid to 
the 
touch, but 


liable in the fingers. The next stage 
Is when the hard ball will not give to 
the fingers. 


The "crack" stage Is reached when 


the drops will not stick together to 
form a ball. When the 
sirup 
Is 


dripped 
from 
the 
spoon threads 


rather than drops are formed. These 
threads will keep their shape In wa- 
ter, will crack slightly against the 
cup, but will bend and not snap. 


The "brittle" stage Is when the 


threads snap against the cup and 
break If bent. 


As fondant Is one of the easiest

INSPECT SEWER SOON 


Spring Freshets to Clean 


Out River. 


Figures made on the cost of the 


rewage disposal plant which will be 
built at the west end of the inter- 
cepting sewer, on the land bought 
from John Dipper near the mouth of 
Stevens creek, show that the 
main 


disposal plant consisting of Imhoff 
tanks will cost about ?250,000 while 
the filter beds will cost about $80,- 
000 an acre. These are the beds on 
which the sludge is treated and they 
will be built in units of one and a 
half acres starting with awo units or 
three acres. As the city grows these 
units will be added until it is expect- 
ed that a to"tal of 
perhaps 
fifteen 


acres will be covered by the treat- 
ment beds. 


START WORK IN SPRING.

sewage 


disposal scheme, which is expected to 
care for the city waste
